Fulfilling its two-fold purpose in 
a gratifying way. the newly organ- 
ized Simfonietta orchestra presented 
its first concert before a large au- 
dience Sunday afternoon in Memor- 
ial Hall. Mrs. Maud Miles Ogle gave 
a commendable performance as 
pianist soloist. 

The Simfonietta. a relatively small 
ensemble composed of the mast able 
musicians on the campus, has been 
organized under the direction of Dr 
Alexander Capurso to play music of 
a higher calibre than that attempted 
by other musical groups and to place 
emphasis upon the proper repro- 
duction and interpretation of music 
in respect to the period of compo- 
sition 

Program Is Classical 

In its gratifying fulfillment of 
purpose, the orchestra delivered a 
program that was thoroughly classi 
cal. yet varied sufficiently to be in 
teresting. The major compositions 
played were the "D Minor Concerto, 
by Mozart, and The Farewell Sym 
phony." by Haydn. 

With one or two exceptions. the 
tone quality and intonation were, 
splendid. The rhythmic treatment 
and dynamic observation were. for| 
the mast part, satisfactory However.
